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Calgary-McCall  By-election  Report 


Introduction 


A vacancy  in  the  Electoral  Division  of  Calgary-McCall  was  created  by  the  death  of 
Dr.  Harry  Sohal,  on  November  15,  1994. 

The  resulting  by-election  was  held  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Election  Act, 
Chapter  E-2  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Alberta,  1980,  with  amendments  up  to  and 
including  January  1,  1993.  The  electoral  division  boundary  as  described  in  the  Electoral 
Divisions  Statutes  Amendment  Act,  1993,  proclaimed  May  18,  1993,  was  used  at  this 
by-election. 


Special  Enumeration 


In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  35  of  the  Election  Act,  the  Chief 
Electoral  Officer  directed  that  a Special  Enumeration  be  held  In  seven  polling  subdivisions 
within  the  Electoral  Division  of  Calgary-McCall.  These  included  polling  subdivisions 
numbered  22,  43A,  43B,  49,  50,  51  and  52.  The  Special  Enumeration  was  held  during  the 
period  March  27  to  April  1,  1995. 

Accordingly,  the  electoral  map  was  revised  prior  to  the  enumeration.  The  normal 
period  of  enumeration  revisions  was  deferred  in  favour  of  the  revision  period  associated 
with  the  election  process. 

There  were  19,229  electors  on  the  List  of  Electors.  This  List  of  Electors  total 
includes  electors  from  the  1993  General  Election  and  electors  from  the  Special 
Enumeration. 

The  total  cost  to  conduct  this  Special  Enumeration  In  seven  polling  subdivisions  was 
$10,909.  A summary  is  presented  on  Page  5.

By-election 


By  order  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council,  a Writ  of  Election,  dated 
March  23,  1995,  was  issued  by  the  Chief  Electoral  Officer  to  the  Returning  Officer,  Mrs. 
Suzanne  Sawyer,  pursuant  to  Sections  36  and  37  of  the  Election  Act. 

Nomination  Day  was  April  6,  1995  and  Polling  Day  was  April  20,  1995.  Five 
candidates,  each  registered  under  the  Election  Finances  and  Contributions  Disclosure  Act, 
were  nominated.  Advance  Polls  were  held  on  April  12th,  13th,  14th  and  15th. 

The  Returning  Officer  announced  the  Official  Results  on  May  1,  1995.  Mr.  Shiraz 
Shariff,  representing  the  Progressive  Conservative  Association  of  Alberta  was  declared 
duly  elected.  The  Writ  of  Election  and  the  Returning  Officer's  Certificate  and  Return, 
certifying  Mr.  SharifTs  election  were  returned  to  the  Chief  Electoral  Officer  on  May  10, 
1995.  No  appeal  for  a judicial  recount  or  from  any  decision  of  the  Returning  Officer 
concerning  any  of  the  ballots,  was  applied  for  pursuant  to  Section  142  of  the  Election  Act. 

The  Chief  Electoral  Officer  arranged  for  the  publication  of  the  by-election  return  in 
the  May  31 , 1 995  Issue  of  the  Alberta  Gazette. 

Nomination  deposits  were  forfeited  by  three  of  the  five  candidates.  The  forfeited 
deposits,  totalling  $600.00,  were  paid  through  the  Chief  Electoral  Officer  to  the  Provincial 
Treasurer  for  deposit  to  the  General  Revenue  Fund. 

An  overview  of  results  indicating  the  total  votes  obtained  by  each  candidate  and  a 
statement  of  results  by  poll  are  presented  on  Pages  3 and  4.  A map  of  the  Electoral 
Division  of  Calgary-McCall  is  presented  on  Page  7. 

The  total  cost  of  the  by-election  was  $58,788.  A summary  is  included  on  Page  6. 

Registered  candidates  were  required  to  file  By-election  Campaign  Period  Financial 
Statements  with  the  Office  of  the  Chief  Electoral  Officer,  not  later  than  August  21 , 1995. 
The  information,  which  pertains  to  candidates'  election  expenses,  will  be  published  in  the 
Calgary  Herald  and  the  Calgary  Sun  in  accordance  with  Section  3(1  )(d)  of  the  Election 
Finances  and  Contributions  Disclosure  Act. 

Registered  political  parties,  who  participated,  must  file  audited  financial  statements, 
not  later  than  October  20, 1995.  These  financial  statements  will  list  contributions,  receipts, 
transfers  of  funds/materials  and  expenditures  concerning  the  campaigns.  In  accordance 
with  Section  10  of  the  Election  Finances  and  Contributions  Disclosure  Act,  all  financial 
statements  will  be  available  for  inspection  in  the  public  files  maintained  by  the  Chief 
Electoral  Officer  and  pertinent  data  will  be  published  in  the  19th  Annual  Report  of  the  Chief 
Electoral  Officer  in  August  1996.
